As to the 112, 
2nd paragraph arguments, in independent claims 18 and 26 applicants specifically claim a checking predictor, and because of applicants' 
inadequate description of their checking predictor the examiner cannot determine the true metes and bounds of their invention. In their 
independent claims 1 and 15 applicants are claiming checking predictions resulting from the checking predictor for which there is 
inadequate description (i.e., an essential element for understanding the true metes and bounds of applicants' claims is unclear).
